The source advised on jJuly 21, 1965, that‘he learned 
on July 18, 1965, from MARGUERITE COOPER, also known as 
Margarzte Cooper, Marjorie, Margie, that she had obtained a 
package which she was sending to Cuba for a fellow American 
dancer who was living in Cuba. MARGUERITE COOPER did not 
furnish the name of this individual. 


The source learned on July 22, 1965, that LOUIS 
COOPER on July 19, 1965, discussed civil rights, at which time. 
he criticized "leaders" of civil rights because they were 
‘middle class" and had no influence over Negroes. He praised 
(MARTIN LUTHER) XING for his statement calling for negotiations 
in Vietnam. LOUIS COOPER also said that equal rights are not 
important to the Negro if he cannot buy food. 


The source advised on July 21, 1965, that LOUIS COOPER 
stated on July 20, 1905, that the Abranam Lincoln Brigade was 
uctive in New York, New York. Members of the Abraham Lincoln 
Brigade had demonstrated at the Spanish pavilion at the New 
York World's Fair but after demonstrating 211 who participated 
in tne demonstration entered the Spanish pavilion to enjoy 
the paintings. 


The source on July 27, 1965, advised that on July 25, 
i865, captioned individuals were located at the Hotel Virreyes, 
Jose Maria Izazaga No. 3-404, Mexico, D. F. Both subjects 
advised that they anticipated leaving for the United states on 
July 21, 1965.

The February 12, 1968, issue of the "New York 
Times" carried an article entitled, "Radical Editors Say 
Their Job Is In 'Movement,''t This article stated that the 
first issue of the "Guardian" was dedicated by the paper's 
staff "To those heroic Liberation fighters who last week 
began a major offensive against American Imperialism in 
South /ietnam," 


This article quoted one of the editors as saying 
that "Our job is to build a Radical movement, To quote 
the Cuban revolutionaries, we are not only to write about 
it, but also to move along with it--we are movement people 
acting as journalists, 
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"The 'Guardian! takes a strong left position, but 


it is not identified with any organized’ group-because it 
believes that an American left ideology is still in the 
making, One of its purposes is to break away from the 
cliches of the left ideology of the past." 


This article concluded by stating that the 
"Guardian" is considered the largest radical weekly in

The LHM enclosed with re Legat, Mexico, letter indicates 
that LOUIS COOPER had been in Mexico during 1968, during 
which time he stated he was ‘in Mexico for the purpose of 
obtaining a divorce from MARGUERITE COOPER but would leave 
Mexico without obtaining the divorce. 


On 1/21/69, PATRICK Ot NEAL, Security Officer, Seamen's 
Church Institute (SCI), 15 State Street, New York, NY, 
telephonically advised SA JOHN F. MAHER that the records of 
the SCI indicate that LOUIS COOPER was not at that time 
residing at the SCI and had not lived at that location 
during 1968. 


On 1/21/69, Mrs. ELAINE REISMAN, 159-06 85th Street, 
Howard Beach, Queens, NY, was tolephonically interviewed by 
SA MAHER under pretext at which time she stated that 
MARGUERITE COOPER resides at 159-13 85th Street, Howard 
Beach, Queens, NY, and runs a dance school in Brooklyn. 
Mrs. REISMAN stated that to her knowledge LOUIS COOPER 
also resides at 159-13 85th Street, Queens. 


It 1s noted that on 3/18/66, the records of the New 
York State Department of Motor Vehicles, Albany, NY, as 
furnished to IC FREDERICK L. HOGAN by Mrs. THERESA VLORELL 
of that department disclosed a "Registration Information 
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Request" for MARJORIE MAZIA, 159-13 85th Stroet, Queens, NY 
which lists this individual's employmmt as the Marjoric 
Mazia School of Dance, 1618 Sheepshead Bay Road, Brooklyn, 
NY. It is noted that MARJORIE MAZIA is reported to be the 
maiden name of MARGUERITE COOPER. 


A review of the "Brooklyn Address-Telephone Directory" 
dated 12/30/68, reveals that telephone number DE-2-0681 
is listed to the Marjorie Mazia School of Dance, 1618 
Sheepshead Bay Road, Brooklyn, NY, amd also indicates that 
in the event of "no answer" the number VI-8-1249 should be 
used. It is noted that this number is listed to MARJORIE 
MAZIA, 159-13 85th Street, Queens, NY. : 


on 2/5/69, WILLIAM DASH, Dispatcher, Marine Engineers 
Beneficial Association (MEBA), 752 Broadway, New York, NY- 
(conceal) advised SA MAHER that LOUIS COOPER is currently 
employed as a ship's engineer aboard a ship of theMoore- 
Me Cormack Lines, Incorporated, New York, NY. He stated 
that COOPER might be ashore at this time because of the 
current strike of the International Longshoremens Association. 
DASH mentioned that he has no information concerning the 
current residence of LOUIS COOPER, 


On 2/5/69, PRANK A. LAURITO, Chief Accountant, MEBA, 
17 Battery Place, New York, NY, (conceal) advised SA MAHER 
from records that LOUIS COOPER is a member of MEBA, that his ~ 
date of birth is 2/18/15, that his Social Security Number 
is 080-18-692) and that his Merchant Mariner's Document’ 
Number is Z-221).88. LAURITO stated that he has an address 
for COOPER of 159-13 85th Street, Queens, NY, which was good 
as of April, 1968. 


On 2/20/69, VINCENT SULLIVAN, Chief Clerk, Marine 
Personnel Office, Moore-Mc Cormack Lines, Inc., 69 West 1th 
Street, New York, NY, advised SA MAHER that LOUIS COOPER 

. had been employed as a 2nd Engineer aboard the "SS Mormacscan", 
9 ship of that corporation from 10/11/68 to 1/2/69, at 
which time his employment was terminated because of the 
strike ef the International Longshoremens Associations 
He stated that COOPER went to work again as 2nd Engineer 
aboard the "SS Mormacscan" at Brooklyn, NY, on 2/20/69. 
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Mr, SULLIVAN stated that the "SS Mormacgscan' is scheduled 
to depart the Port of New York on 2/28/69, on a voyage of 
about two months to South America and is scheduled to 
make the ports of Buenos Aires, Argentina, on 3/12/69, 
Montevideo, Uruguay, on 3/19/69, and Paranagua, Brazil, 
on 3/21/69.
